No. 5%-Pres J69 , — The President is pleased to award the 
President's Police and Fire Services Medal for gallantry to 
the undermentioned officer of the Border Security Force ; — 

Name of the officer and rank 

Shri Subcdar Singh Ahlawat. 

Sub-Inspector, 

87 Battalion, Border Security Force 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

Shri Subcdar Singh was the Commander of a patrol on the 
Indo-Pakifltan border in Miro Hills, On 20th October, 1?68 
while the patrol was proceeding to Nala Junction, informa- 
tion was received that about sixty armed hostile^ were attempt- 
ing to cross into East Pakistan from Mizo Hills. As the hoe- 
tiles were very close to the border and could cross over 
anytime, Shri Subcdar Singh immediately rushed to the Nala 
Junction to intercept the nostiles. He organised an ambush 
quickly. At about 0500 hours, two leading scouts of hostile* 
were seen approaching. Shri Subcdar Singh allowed them to 
come inside the ambush. When the scouts came deep inside 
the ambush area they sensed that something was wrong and 


gave a warning to the following hostile*. Shri Subcdar Singh 
and hi* party opened fire on tne hostile* who climbed upon 
the nearby heights and returned the fire. The hostile* tried 
their best to extricate their scouts from the ambush area by 
providing covering fire from the adjoining heights. But 
because of effective fire by Shri Subcdar Singh and hi* party, 
the hoetiles were completely routed and ran in panic into the 
iungle, leaving behind two of their gang dead. Some arm* and 
ammunition were also captured. 

In the encounter Shri Subedar Singh exhibited initiative, 
courage and leadership of a very high order in successfully 
ambushing the armed hostile*. 

2. This award is made gallantry under rule 4(1) of the 
rule* governing the award of the President’* Police and Fire 
Services Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible under rule 5* with effect from the 20th 
October, 1968.

A patrol of the 87 Battalion of Border Security Force was 
on the Indo-Paldstan border iu Mizo Hills. On the 20th 
October, 1968, while the patrol was proceeding to Nala Junc- 
tion, information was received that about sixty armed hostile* 
were attempting to cross over to Pakistan. As the hostiles 
were very close to the border and could cross-over any time, 
the C omm ander of the Border Security Force patrol imme- 
diately rushed to the Nala Junction and organised an ambush. 
Shri Akhil Chandra Deb was incharge of the 2" Mortar 
detachment and Shri Bhubneshwar Das manned the forward- 
most L.M.G. in the patrol party. Even though the hostiles 
were moving very cautiously, they were lured into the ambush. 
When the hostiles came within the ambush area, the patrol 

S opened fire on them. The hostiles climbed up the nearby 
ta and returned fire in order to provide cover to the hoe- 
tiles for getting out of the ambush. Shri Deb fired Mortar 
bombs on the hostiles with great accuracy and Shri Das fired 
from the L.M.G. Their fire was so accurate and effective that 
the hostiles were unnerved and ran away in the jungle leaving 
behind two of their men dead. The patrol party captured 
seme arms and ammunition. 

In the encounter, Shri Akhil Chandra Deb and Shri Bhub- 
neshwar Das displayed exemplary devotion to duty in com- 
plete disregard of their personal safety.

On the 13th November, 1968 information was received 
about the movements of a batch of 200 hostiles armed with 
automatic weapons. Shri Ashim Kumar Roy organised a 
special patrol party consisting of one Sub-Inspector, three 
Havildars and 22 Constables and led the party himself. The 
hostiles were found taking shelter in the nver bed. Shri Roy 
took up position on a hillock overlooking the river bed, and 
laid in ambush for the hostiles. The party kept vipil all through 
the night. Next morning the hostiles blew a whistle, and fired 
a VL Pistol. Immediately Shri Roy ordered his L.M.G. gun- 
ners to open fire on the hostiles. The hostiles returned the fire 
but they could not stand the accurate firing of the police 
party and soon dispersed in several directions. A search of 
the river bed revealed that one hostile was killed and many 
more had sustained grievous injuries. 

In this encounter. Shri Ashim Kumar Roy displayed com- 
mendable gallantry by personally leading his men to face 
heavy and dangerous odds, and he remained in the fore- front 
unmindful of the risk to his own life.

Indian National Commission for Cooperation with UNESCO 

No. F. 39-1/66 -INC . — The Government of India have been 
a member of the United Nations Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization, a Specialised Agency of the United 
Nations, since its inception in 1946. Article VII of the Cons- 
titution of Unesco requires that “each Member State shall 
make such arrangements as suit its particular conditions for 
purposes of associating its principal bodies interested in edu- 
cational, scientific and cultural matters with the work of the 
Organisation, preferably by the formation of a National Com- 
mission broadly representative of the Government and such 
bodies “and further defines that “National Commission or 
National Cooperating Bodies, where they exist, shall act in 
an advisory capacity to their respective delegations to the 
General Conference and to their Governments in matters 
relating to the Organisation and shall function as agencies of 
liaison in all matters of interest tp it”. In fulfilment of the 
requirements of the Constitution of Unesco and with a view 
to ensuring the active participation of the people of India in 
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the implementation of various programmes of Unesco, an 
interim Indian National Commission for Cooperation with 
Uncsco was set up in 1949 by the Government of India, 
Ministry of Education Resolution No. F. 84-92/48-A.l dated 
the 26th March, 1949. The Interim Commission was placed 
on a permanent footing in 1951 in order to ensure a better 
implementation of Unesco’fl programmes in the country 
through the Government of India, Ministry of Education- 
Resolution No, F. 134-27/50-A.5 dated the 16th October, 
1951. 

2. In view of the large number of Unesoo’s fields of activity, 
the variety of tasks on which it is engaged and, in particular, 
the rapid expansion in the scope and extent of its programme, 
it has been the practice to review the Constitution of the 
Indian National Commission from time to time. For instance, 
the Commission was reconstituted under Government Resolu- 
tions No, F. 15-1/52-A.5 dated the 31st July 1952, No. F. 
25-15/54-A.5 dated the 3rd December, 1954 and F. 21-1/61- 
UU(INC) dated July 19, 1961, The 7th Conference of the 
Commission held in September 1965 appointed a Study Group 
to examine its Constitution once again and to recommend the 
changes necessary. The report of this Group has been 
examined by Government; and in the light of decisions on its 
recommendations the Constitution of the Indian National 
Commission has been revised as indicated below ; 

Constitution of the Indian National Commission for 
Cooperation with Unesco 

I. Name and Status. — (a) There shall be an IN DIAN 
NATIONAL COMMISSION FOR CO-OPERATION WITH 
UNESCO hereinafter called the “COMMISSION'’. 

(b) The Commission shall be attached to the Ministry of 
Education and Youth Services which shall provide its secre- 
tariat and funda for its activities. 

IT. Functions . — The functions of the Commission shall be 

(a\ to promote understanding of the objects and purposes 
of UNESCO among the people of the Republic of 
India; 

(b) to serve as a liaison agency between the Government 
of India and the institutions concerned with and 
working for the advancement of education, science 
and culture; and 

(c) to advise the Government of India on matters relating 
to UNESCO, 

III. Office-Bearers , — (a) The Minister of Education and 
Youth Services shall be the President of the Commission, He 
shall preside over the meetings of the Commission, In the 
absence of the President, the Commission shall elect a Chair- 
man from among the members present, to preside over each 
meeting, 

(b) The Secretary to the Ministry of Education and Youth 
Services shall be the Secretary- General of the Commission and 
shall remain in over-all charge of the work of the Commis- 
sion. 

(c) An officer of the Ministry of Education and Youth 
Services to be nominated by the Minister of Education and 
Youth Services shall be the Secretary of the Commission. The 
Secretary shall prepare the agenda for its meetings and attend 
to all the day-to-day work connected with the affairs of the 
Commission. 

IV. Membership .—' The membership of the Commission will 
be of two categories : (a) individual; and (b) institutional. 

All individual members shall be nominated by the President 
and shall hold office for a term of four years. 

Institutions of an all-India character as well as those which 
arc doing significant work of national importance within the 
field of Unesco will be eligible for membership of the Com- 
mission. But the number of eruch institutional members shall 
not exceed fifty at any time. 

An institution desiring membership of the Commission shall 
submit an application to the effect giving such Information as 
may be prescribed and may be acnnltted to membership by 
the President if it fulfils the criteria laid down. 

An institution admitted to membership shall continue to be 
so for a term of four years. But the outgoing institutional 
members may apply for continuance of their membership and 
may be admitted to it if they have shown continuing interest 
In the work of the Commission and fulfil the conditions laid 
down. 


Each institutional member shall have the right to send a 
representative to the meetings of the Commission, Sub-Com- 
mission or Committee as the case may be, Such representative 
shall participate in discussions and shall also have the right to 
vote, 

V. The membership of the Commission shall consht of the 
members of the five Sub -Commissions for : 

(a) Education, 

(b) Natural Sciences, 

(c) Social Sciences, 

(d) Cultural Activities and Humanities, and 

(e) Mass Communication. 

The Sub-Commissions shall be constituted as follows : — - 

Education Sub-Commission ; 

(1) Chairman, University Grants Commission, 

(2) Director. National Council of Educational Research 
and Training. 

(3) One nominee of the Inter-University Board. 

(4) A representative of the Ministry of Education and 
Youth Services nominated by the President of the 
Commission. 

(5) to (10) ; Six eminent educationists nominated by the 
President of the Commission. 

All institutional members working in the field of Education 
shall also be members of the Education Sub -Commission, 

Natural Sciences Sub-Commission : 

(1) One nominee of the Council of Scientific and Indus' 
trial Research. 

(2) One nominee of the National Institute of Sciences of 
India. 

(3) One nominee of the Atomic Energy Commission, 

(4) One nominee of the All India Council of Technical 
Education. 

(5) One representative of the Ministry of Education and 
Youth Services nominated by the President of the 
Commission. 

(6) to (10) ; Five eminent scientists nominated by the 
President of the Commission. 

All institutional members working in the field of Natural 
Sciences shall also be members of the Natural Sciences Sub- 
Commission. 

Social Sciences S ub -Commission : 

(1) & (2) : Two nominees of the Indian Council of 
Social Science Research. 

(3) One representative of the Ministry of Education and 
Youth Services nominated by the President of the 
Commission.
